We have produced the 
environment in which they are 
growing wD; we are guiding the 
destinies of today. How can we 
explain their taking attitudes so 
contrary to our expectations ard 
showing such antagonism to the 
world as we have arranged it for 
them? 


“The truth of the matter is that, 
though we have helped to make the 


world as it is, it is a new world to 
them and to us alfke, and ae ery 
different world from that of cur 
own youth. 

“Our generation went buggy-rid- 
ing, which was a mild and harmiess 
sport. If the horse ran away or re- 
fused to advance we were not far 
from home and would walk back. 

“Our children have their own au- 
tomabiles or borrow their fathers’. 
If the gasoline gives out, or the 
commutator ceases to function. they 
are 70 miles from home with, pos- 
sibly, a dubious roadhouse as their 
only refuge. 

“If a young man wished to take 
us to the theater he came to the 
house a week before, to see if we 
could go with him. He sat down 
with the family to talk it over. A 
week's warning seemed none too 
long to assure the excellence of the 
seats and to add the joy of antici- 

‘pation to the happy event.
